MOSCOW, Feb. 17—Grand Duke Sergius was 
assassinated at 3 o'clock 


this afternoon by a bomb which was thrown under his carriage. The Grand 


Duke, together with his horses and carriage, was blown to pieces. The Duke 


was driving from the historical museum in the direction of Kremlin palace 


and was close to Law Courts when the bomb exploded.

MOSCOW, Feb. 17.—After the assassination of Grand Duke Sergius this 


afternoon, the city was thrown into a state of great excitement and troops 
were ordered under arms to suppress 
possible disorder. 


Sergius left the Kremlin in a car- 


riage and drove to the Museum of His- 
tory about three o'clock this after- 
noon. As Sergius' carriage passed the 
Law Courts, a cab, 'which had been 
standing there sometime and which, 
contained two men, drove in behind 
the Grand Duke's carriage. For a 
time the' cab followed, remaining a. 


' short distance behind. When near

The identity of the 'assassins 
is not yet known. The police hurried

mass of'the people. 


The policy of suppression by Sergius proved more obnoxious to the in- 


habitants of • Moscow than it would have to any other city in Russia. 
Moscow is different from the other cities of the empire. The inhabitants 
are mostly pure Russian and as a result enjoy a more complete form, of 
self-government than the other cities. This fact arises not only from the 
fact that the population of Russian descent, but also from the fact that 
Moscow was originally the capital of the country and as was natural, en- 
joyed these privileges which have never been withdrawn. 


It was therefore hard for the people to endure the harsh and unneces- 


sary tyranny of a tin-horn despot, such as Sergius showed himself to be. 


Sergius, like the remainder of the Romanoffs, was a man of big frame 


and had all the characteristics of a bully. The power was his and he ex- 
ercised it in the most objectionable manner possible. An example of his 
•way of doing things in Moscow was seen in one of the student 
disturb- 


ances in that city. The students who obpjected.to the laws laid down by 
the governor of the university had gathered at various places in the streets 
of Mo.scow and publicly burned the proclamations issued by the university 
head. Sergius, learning of the assemblages sent out Cossacks against the 
young men, lashed them, sabred them and arrested their ringleaders, 
throwing them into the dark dungeons of the Kremlin palaces. Fearing that 
further trouble would occur the Grand Duke assembled troops at 
various 


sections in the city armed with ball cartridges and with orders to shoot 
should any untoward happening occur. That he fully expected carnage was 
shown by the fact that field hospitals were secretly arranged 
for places 


nearby the point at which the troops were stationed. Luckily the students 
quieted down and no massacre occurred. This was at the beginning of 
Sergius rule over Moscow, and was a perfect index of the character of that 
rule. The Kremlin where the explosion this afternoon occurred and where 
the Grand Duke was assassinated is the citadel in the center of the city 
and is the site of the oldest buildings including the former royal palace 
where the Czars were crowned, many smaller palaces, and a number of 
other buildings, including churches and law buildings. The citadel is high 
above the remainder of the city and overlooks the surrounding country.

tipathy of all classes. This feeling is manifest in court circles as well as 
among the revolutionary clans.

For a long time the Grand Duke has been guarding himself against vio- 


lence. After "Bloody Sunday/' the day on which the workmen were shot 
down in the streets of St. Petersburg, the Grand Duke's apprehensions for 
own safely became more acute and he took himself to Moscow, where 
he 


sought refuge in one "of the palaces sit-jatefil in the Kremlin, the high citadel 
of Moscow. On several occasions the news has leaked out from revolution- 
ary quarters that Sergins had been condemned to die 


Sergins' severity and cruelty was most noted during his occupancy of 


;ion room.

The "A-5" was a new boat and only 


left her builders on Saturday. 
After 


extensive and satisfactory trials she 
was ordered to Queenstown for the 
purpose of familiarizing military offi- 
cers with the appearance of a sub- 
marine boat. Sixty army officers were 
present to witness the diving experi- 
ment which led to such a tragic result. 
The crev,- were entirely volunteers. 
The explosion, which was of the vio- 
lence of a big Run and was heard ten 
miles away, shook the submarine con- 
voy, the Hazard, from stem to stern. 
Dense volumes of smoke were seen 
immediately pouring from the only 
outlet of the hapless submarine. The 
rescuers report that it was only by 
superhuman efforts that they were 
able to force their way through the 
stifling fumes.

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Huiigry School Children. 


Since the poor are always with us, 


the fact that some children go to school 
hussgry ought not to cause the surprise 
that has come from the announcement 
thai 70,000 little ou.es are in that plight 
in Greater New York alone. The pub- 
lic school is the poor man's college, and 
the very poor have not been permitted 
to overlook that fact even when they 
were so disposed. Xaturally if the tea- 
enaent districts have sent their quotas 
to school all these years the hunger 
problem is nothing new. 


To look to the old world for an ex- 


ample, the manufacturing city of Bir- 
mingham, England, supplies valuable 
data of an experiment begun five years 
ago with a single school and gradually 
extended over the poorest schools to 
the number of fourteen. The results 
are summed up in the current issue of 
the National Review. 
The children 


•who ure fouud to be iu need are sup- 
plied -with a breakfast ut school under 
supervision of their teachers at u cost 
of about 2 cents for each meal, or about 
$5 for the school year. A similar cfarity 
maintained by the Birmingham Free 
Dinners association has been in exist- 
ence about fifteen years. The author 
of the paper on free breakfasts iu the 
Review is a supporter of the free diu- 
"ners, and he defends both charities 
against the charge that they tend to 
pauperize the beneficiaries. Only about 
1 per cent, he says, of the workingmeii 
of Birmingham are represented by the 
children who are fed at the schools. 
Half of the 1 per cent are ill and the 
other half already pauperized. The net 
result then, according to the Review, is 
the giving of a free breakfast daily to 
an average of 1,300 children who other- 
wise would begin their tasks with emp- 
ty stomachs. 


A. uote of protest against the move- 


ment to feed the hungry ones in the 
Greater Kew York schools is sounded 
-fey the Brooklyn Eagle as follows: 


There are undoubtedly 
many under- 


nourished children in the schools, but 
more of those cases are due to ignorance 
than to poverty. What the frying pan has 
been to the rural digestion the teapot and 
coffeepot and alum bread from bake shops 
are to the cities. Let the board of educa- 
tion add a list of talks on simple, whole- 
some home cookery to their free lecture 
courses, with a little common sense from 
Intelligent women about the care of chil- 
dren's teeth and their digestions, and the 
number of 111 nourished children in the 
schools will decrease. The object of edu- 
cation is to teach people how to carry 
their own loads, not how to shift them to 
other shoulders. Free school books were 
a necessary evil, but free food would be a 
grand object lesson in pauperism and de- 
pendence. 


The Eagle voices a .wholesome Amer- 


ican doctrine, and yet the American 
people often change their minds in the 
face of a grave alternative. 


The Reckless Litigation Kvil. 


In its condemnation of cheap litiga- 


tion the Chicago Tribune has support 
from the bench, and one judge goes to 
the length of declaring that the "prac- 
tice and procedure of our courts are 
defective, antiquated and wholly inad- 
equate." Cook county is not an excep- 
tion in this matter of the "bait of cheap 
fees," as one judge put it It is a gen- 
eral evil, and the wheels of the Judi- 
ciary are clogged, and the bench is over 
worked. The proposed remedy of in 
creasing the cost of instituting suits 
and of appeals would be a drastic one. 
law is already discredited in the 
minds of many worthy people as chief- 
ly benefiting the rich, who can afford 
to follow it up. Law ought to be cheap 
for tie weak, who may need its shel- 
tering arms, and at the same time 
scheming and unworthy litigants might 
be mulcted so heavily for costs, when 
they lose, as to discourage suits which 
have no basis in equity.

Demand Upon Russia Made 


by Government, 


CZAR IS ASKED TO EXPLAIN 


International Difficulty Grows Out ot 


the Breaking of Words of 


Honor. 


(Bulletin) 


Washington, Feb. 17—The navy de- 


partment this morning made public 
the names of the Russian officers of 
the cruiser Lena, who broke their pa- 
role and returned to Russia from San 
Francisco. They are midshipmen Pe- 
ter Michailoff and Andre Kyra Dinjan 
and Engineer 
Zergeykopoxin. 
Tne 


United States government has called 
upon Russia for an explanation of their 
conduct. 


New York, Feb. 17—A Washington 


special to the San says: 


The government of the United States 


has called upon the Russian govern- 
ment for an explanation of a serious 
breach of international good t'aitli on 
the part of officer of the Russian cruis- 
er Lena, which sought refuge in the 
harbor of San Francisco last Septem- 
ber. 
The Lena was dismantled and 


sent to the Mare Island navy yard, 
•while her officers were paroled for the 
period of the war and her crew placed 
under surveillance of government offi- 
cials. Through naval officers at Mare 
Island the authorities here have learn- 
ed that three officers and two midship- 
men have broken their parole and an 
investigation by the state department 
has disclosed that they have returned 
to Russia and offered their services to 
their government. 


The dismantled Lena and her se- 


questration at Mare Island 
were re- 


quested by her commander, Captain 
Berlinsky, and an order, issued by the 
President on September 15, placed her 
officers on parole, not to leave the 
'United States for the period of hostili- 
ties between Russia and Japan.'' The 
violation of their pledges by {he en- 
gineer and two midshipmen A's regard- 
ed by the officials here as/an exceed- 
ingly serious affair, and,-the state de- 
partment has made pVain to Russia 
that the breach rausft be remedied. 


5XbJte-tite;Jn£Jcfef is- still the subject 


of exchange it is understood that this 
government will insist that the three 
recreants shall be returned to the cus- 
tody of the.United States naval author- 
ities at Mare Island: 
In the event 


that they are returned, they "will, of 
course, be treated as prisoners and not 
as privileged persons. 


The paroles of the officers and crew 


of the Lena were given to Captain, 
now Rear Admiral. Bowman H. Mc- 
Calla, commander of the Mare Island 
navy yard, and Rear Admiral Goodrich 
commanding the 
Pacific squadron, 


•who handled the situation in- Septem- 
ber for the government. The Russian 
officers were allowed considerable free- 
dom by Admiral McCalla, and leaves of 
absence from the government reserva- 
tion at Mare Island were frequent. The 
three men who left were among those 
who were given permission to go to 
San, Francisco. 
This was several 


weeks ago. It is not known just how 
they went to Russia, or whether or not 
they all went together. They carried 
with, them their arms and uniforms. 
Admiral McCalla, who has been m 
charge of the interned crew, awaited 


their return and finally lie reported 
to the navy department that Hie three 
irn'ii had broken their parole.s. 


This was three- days a«o, and 
the 


matter was Immediately turned over 
to I ho state department. Secretary Hay 
communicated with the Russian gov- 
cnini<'i)t at onci'. in UK- meantime, 
from a source which has 
not been 


made public, it was learned by the 
state department that the escaped of- 
ficers had offered their services once 
more to the Russian navy department. 
H was admitted in oliicial circle's that 
I his government had notified Russia 
that the men had broken their paroles, 
and had asked if it were true that they 
had appeared in St.'Petersburg. 


As UIP United Slates government is 


responsible for the men so long as 1hey 
are in America and under parole,, the 
only course open to this government 
is a lormal request that the fugitives 
bo immediately returned, unless Rus- 
sia takes the action of her own voli- 
tion. 
Count Ca-ssirii, the Russian am- 


bassador, conferred at length with Sec- 
retary Hay. Soon alter the Lena ar- 
rived in San Francisco the Japs made 
it known to this government through 
Minister Takahira that they would 
make an emphatic protest if the crew 
were allowed to return to Russia. It 
is quite likely that Japan will make 
another protest, if the three sailors 
are not returned to the United States. 


President Roosevelt's order on Sep 


tember ]~>, 3904, was specific in saying 
that the Lena be disarmed and that the 
crew not be allowed to leave American 
soil until an understanding could be 
reached between Japan and'Russia.

President Urges Action on 


Dominican Protocol 


Received Army and Navy. 


Washington, Feb. 17.—President and 


Mrs. 
Roosevelt's reception to the army 


and navy, the last of the formal even- 
ing Social levees at the White house 
for the season of 1905, was the largest 
and most brilliant of any of the recep- 
tions thus far this season. Practically 
all the officers of the army and navy 
stationed in Washington were present. 
Invited to meet the guests of honer 
were the diplomatic corps, headed by 
Count Cassini. the Russian ambassa- 
dor, the justices of the supreme court, 
the members of the military and naval 
affairs committee of the senate and 
houso, and prominent representatives 
of Washington and out of town society. 


New Canal Bill Reported. 


"Washington, Feb. 17.—Without wait- 


ing for the Mann canal bill to come 
over from the house the senate qom- 
"mittee on interoceanic canals author- 
ized Senator Kittridge to prepare a 
new bill for the committee ami 'in- 
troduce it to the senate, \ytiich was 
done. The committee has tfeen sitting 
for several weeks, Tjajritig before it the 
Mann bill as origjjhally reported in the 
house and th_% -amendments reported 
on Feb. J^'The Mann bill provided 
'specifically for the repeal of that part 
of/the canal act authorizing the ap- 
^6int.raeiit of the isthmian canal com- 
mission and fixing its duties and pow- 
ers. 
This section is eliminated from 


the senate bill and the entire ques- 
tion is covered 'in 
the first section 


which extends the present canal act.^ 
The bill introduced by Senator Kit-' 
tredge follows out practically all the 
remaining provisions of the Mann bill, 
but provides also a number of new 
features. One important change is in 
the section which extends the author- 
ity now enjoyed by the president for 
the control of the canal zone.- The 
senate bill extends th*j authority until 
the end of the next iv^ular session of 
congress, while the M*nn bill provided 
for an extension until the end of the 
next congress. 


Protests. 


Washington, Feb. 17.—Before taking 


up the naval bill, the house entered 
an emphatic protest against the action 
of the senate in amending the agricul- 
tural appropriation bill so as to in- 
terpret the drawback feature of the 
Dingley tariff act affecting wheat. By 
a, vote of 261 to 5 the bill was sent 
back to the senate -with the statement 
tthat its amendm-en't was an infringe- 
ment of the constitutional privileges 
of the house, to discriminate revenue 
legislation.

TEST OF MONROE DOCTRINE 


Administration's Policy Outlined In a 


Message to the Senate by 
, 


President. 


Washington, Feb. 17.—The senate 


has mude public President Roosevelt's 
message transmitting to the senate the 
new Dominican protocol of an agree- 
ment providing for the collection and 
disbursement by the United States of 
the customs revenues oi San Domingo 
for adjustment of all obligations of that 
government. The document includes 
new agreement as well as the original 
protocol, and award of the commission 
of arbitration for the settlement of the 
claims of the San Domingo Improve- 
ment company, under which agents of 
the United States are already collect- 
ing the revenues at certain of the 
ports of the Dominican government. 
Few documents that have come to 
'the senate" in relation to many of the 
south, or Central American, or West 
India republics have attracted so much 
attention. Because of .the controversy 
that has arisen as to the right of the 
executive to enter into treaty arrange- 
ments with any foreign government 
without the advice and consent of the 
senate, 
extraordinary 
interest has 


been aroused. The message of the 
president outlines the policy of the 
administration in- relation to the Mon- 
roe doctrine and holds that it demand- 
led that this government take charge 
of the customs of the American states 
whan it is manifest they are unable to 
maintain their own integrity. 


In addition to the president's discus- 


sion of the Monroe doctrine in the 
case of San Domingo, the protocol it- 
self makes a specific declaration of its 
application and in that respect is iin- 
usual in treaty making. The declara- 
tion occurs in the second paragraph, 
which recites that the government of 
the United States views "any attempt 
on the part of the governments out- 
side of this hemisphere to oppress the 
destiny of the Dominican republic, as 
a manifestation of a-n unfriendly dis- 
position towards, the. United States." 


The president continues: 
"The conditions dft th.e republic''-'of 


Santo Domingo have been growing 
steadily worse for many years. There 
have been many disturbances and rev- 
olutions, and debts have been contract- 
ed beyond the power of the republic 
to pay. 
Some of these debts were 


properly contracted . and are held by 
those who have a legitimate right to 
their' money. Others "are without 
question improper or exojbitant. The 
only way by which foreign creditors 
could ever obtain from the republic 
itself any guaranty of payment would 
' be either by the acquisition of terri- 
tory outright or temporarily, or else 


J by taking possession of the customs 
houses, which would of course in it- 
self in effete be taking posession of a 
certar*. amount of territory. 


"'It has for some time been obvious 


that those who profit 
by the Mon- 


roe doctrine must accept certain re- 
sponsibilities along with the rights 
which it confers: and that the same 
statement applies to those who uphold 
the doctrine. It cannot be too often 
and tor^mphatically asserted that the 
United States has not the slightest c!e- 
sire for territorial aggrandizement at 
the expense -of any of its southern 
neighbors, and will not treat the Mon- 
roe doctrine as an excuse for such 
aggrandi3ement on Its part. We do 
not propose to take any part of Santo 
Domingo, or exercise any other con- 
trol over the island save what is neces- 
sary to its financial rehabilitation in 
connection with the collection of reve- 
nue, part of which will be turned over 
to the government to meet the neces- 
sary expense of running it. and part 
of which will be distributed pro rata 
among the creditors of the republic 
upon a basis of absolute equity. The 
justification for the United States tak- 
ing this burden and incurring this re- 
sponsibility is to be found in the fact 
that it is incompatible with the inter- 
national equity for the United States 
to refuse to allow other powers to 
take the only means at their disposal 
of satisfying the claims of their cred- 
itors, and yet to refuse itself to take 
any such slop?."

The public galleries were crowded. 
The statute which occupies a position 
next to that of George Washington, is 
of marble. It represents Miss Willard 
standing in an easy, graceful position. 
Her right arm is at her side with a 
manuscript in her hand. The pedestal 
is of Vermont marble. 


Washington, Feb. 17—The state of 


Illinois will this afternoon present to 
the United States a marble statue of 
the late Frances E. Willard, for a score 
of years leader of the American Wo- 
men's Christian 
Temperance Union, 


and a long time president 
of 
the 


World's Temperance Union. The statue 
will be placed in Statuary Hall, in the 
Capitol, and is the first of a woman 
that has ever been given a place in 
that historic hall. 


The exercises connected with the ac- 


ceptance of the statue by Congress will 
occur in the Senate at 3 o'clock and in 
the Hotise an hour later. Senator Cul- 
lom, of Illinois^ will have charge in 
the Senate and there will be addresses 
by Senators Hopkins, Beveridge and 
Dolliver. In the House Representative 
Foss of Illinois, will preside, and ad- 
dresses will be delivered by Represen- 
tatives Littlefield of Main. Rainey, 
Graff and others of the Illinois delega- 
tion. 


The school children of Washington 


will march in procession through Stat- 
ary Hall, where each child will place 
B. flower at the foot of the statue. In 
the evening there will be a national 
commemorative meeting.
